STRASBOURG. —

The third layer of the legend

The fourth layer of the 
legend, the realistic layer, 
discovefed the poor Jew, the 
old clothes peddier, the rag- 
picker, the slum-dweller. This 
Jew of Whitechapel, later 
metamorphosed into the radi- 
cal. anarchist, or communist, 
was generally an Eastern Jew. 
rarely a German Jew, never 
a Sephardic Jew. 

The thought-associations 
which came to the mind of 
English-speaking persons at 
un mention of the word Jew 
were. therefore, mutually 
comtradictory and yet they 
existed side by side. The Jew 
was the chosen of God and 
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thereby de Uttes 
impoverished and not enriched. 
She ventured to proclaim that 
Isracl, a skeleton of withered 
bones, pronounced dead 
beyond hope of resurrection, 
would Won arise from the 
dead, would put on new flesh.

Upon its publication in 1876, 
“Daniel Deronda” shocked 
Jewish opinion in England 
because of its uncompromising 
advocacy of Jewish separa- 
tism.

Atom Research Dates Bibles

“If man's proper study 
man, politics is especially his 
concern since it is the study of 


which has appeared now in an 
English edition. Obviously, man 
has not yet succeeded in reap- 
ing the benefits of the science 
of politics, even though its his- 
tory of politics is long and 
many-faceted. 

The present book is vivid and 
interesting in its exposition of 
ideas and linking of thoughts 
with political developments; it 
almost dramatizes political the- 
ory. Catlin writes wittily and 
easily in associating theoretical 
principles of distant ages. The 
story from Plato to Hitler re- 
mains one story. 

However, the philosophical 
doctrines are expounded some- 
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many an irrelevant biogra- 
phical detall. It is doubtful 
whether this is the best system 
of imparting the lessons of the 
po.'tical philosophers to the 
average reader. Daring and 
often splendid generalizations 
are better suited for the leis- 
ure hour of the scholar, rather 
than for the systematic study 
of the beginner. 
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
